Los Gatos is the starting point and finish of the 
famous ‘‘Twenty-seven Mile Drive,’’ one of the 
grandest scenic mountain drives in the world. 
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F you were looking for a home 
I and you should like to know of a 
place where delightful people 
lived, where the climate was as 
4) near perfection as you could get 
this side of paradise. Where the 
educational advantages for the 
children were unsurpassed, where the 
sun shone over two hundred and fifty 
days in the year, and the rain fell less 
than sixty, and snow came hut once in a 
lifetime, and the nasty sleet and slush 
and the rasping winds never, where 
frightful thunder storms and deadly 
tornadoes were unknown, then surely 
you would thank anyone who knew of 
such a place to point it out to you on 
the mapand tell you something more in 
detail about it. 
So that is just what this little folder 
friend has been introduced to you for. 
Listen a moment: 


Los Gatos, California, at the western 
side of the Santa Clara Valley, one of 
the richest valleys on the globe, is the 
place. It is located in an encircling 
elbow of the Santa Cruz mountains. It 
faces the wide valley to the north and 
east, and beyond, fifty miles away, lies 
San Francisco, its great bay visible to 
the naked eye from the higher portions 
of the town. To the right les the 
Coast Range, a spur of the Sierras, 
Mount Hamilton, known the world over 
because of the celebrated Lick Observa- 
tory on its summit, clearly defined in 
the distance. You may see the white 
dome of the observatory full thirty-five 
miles away across the wide valley. 

To the left, the Santa Cruz mountains 
sweep around ina noble curve to the 
sea. Below them along the foothills 
within easy reach of Los Gatos lie some 
of the most magnificent residential sites 
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in the world. Splendid estates they 
will some day be with innumerable 
other smaller sites for people of more 
moderate means lying nearer the town. 
Curiously enough, there can scarcely be 
said to be any undesirable sites for 
homes in Los Gatos, so rare the views 
from any point. ‘Today these foothills 
are vast fruit ranches interspersed with 
groves of live oaks and back of them 
the mountains green to their summits 
the year around. More beautiful scenes 
you shall not find elsewhere in the world 
whether you look upward toward the 
mountains or from their green-clad sides 
look down upon the wide valley with its 
panorama of mountains and fruit farms 
and towns. 

But there is something else in Los 
Gatos besides the splendid scenery. Be- 
fore you as you look out upon the val- 
ley lie thousands of acres of fruit, the 
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most wonderful sight your eyes ever saw 
when the valley is in blossom, but in 
their rich product a most practical asset 
of the town. Out of Los Gatos alone 
there is annually shipped over 4,300,000 
pounds of dried fruit, to say nothing of 
the large amount consumed in the town 
and adjacent region, and over two mil- 
lion of pounds of canned fruit. In one 
year, August, 1906-1907, over seven 
hundred thousand pounds of pickled 
cherries were shipped out. So product- 
ive is the region that the very mountains 
themselves are made to bear, and you 
may see fruit ranches clear up to their 
summits. 

All along the roads that radiate out 
from Los Gatos toward the mountains 
and away from them are attractive sum- 
mer and winter resorts, and at every 
turn in the mountain roads new vistas 
of beauty are disclosed. 
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Starting from the center of the town 
an electric railway runs in a huge ellipse 
to San Jose ten miles distant, cars run- 
ning each way—one by way of the 
lower valley through vast level stretches 
of cherries, plums, prune, apricot, peach 
and almond orchards with open stretches 
here and there where the vast vineyards 
are seen; the other running via Saratoga 
and the well known Congress Springs, 
this latter route affording a wholly dif- 
ferent view of the foothills and the 
mountains beyond. 

The Mayfield-Los Gatos cut-off, as it 
is called by the Southern Pacific railroad, 
connects Los Gatos with Palo 
Alto and thence to San Francisco, short- 
ening the older routes, brings San 
Francisco within an hour and fifteen 
minutes of Los Gatos, and Palo Alto, the 
seat of Stanford University, within about 
thirty minutes, while to the south the 


widening of the old narrow gauge road 
through the tunnel back of Los Gatos, 
brings us within sixty minutes of the 
seaside resorts, Santa Cruz, Monterey, 
Pacific Grove and Carmel-by-the-Sea. 

In addition to Stanford University, 
one of the great educational institutions 
of the United States directly accessible 
from Los Gatos, there are, within a very 
short ride, the University of the Pacific, 
the State Normal School, a Conservatory 
of Music, and various business colleges 
in San Jose, and the Catholic College at 
Santa Clara. Besides this in a little over 
an hour the University of California at 
Berkeley can bereached from Los Gatos, 
one of the largest State Universities in 
America. 

In addition to these institutions of 
higher learning Los Gatos has a High 
School of which the citizens are justly 
proud. It is an accredited school to 


these other institutions, students pass- 
ing from the senior year of the High 
School to the freshman year of the uni- 
versities. Special student rates are 
offered to and from the larger institutions 
from Los Gatos. 

The educational facilities of Los Gatos, 
it will thus be seen, are not excelled by 
any place of its size, east or west. 

Seven churches afford ample variety 
for people of leading denominations. 
The religious life of the people is quite 
in harmony with the town’s material 
surroundings. The business interests 
are capitally managed. There are 
ample and well-equipped stores of all 
lines in advance, in the variety and 
character of their wares, over many 
eastern towns of corresponding size. The 
town is governed by a Board of Trustees, 
who stand in the same relation to the 
town as the councilmen or board of 


aldermen of incorporated cities. It may 
not be amiss to note that no saloons are 
permitted in Los Gatos. 

Some idea of the volume of trade of 
the town may be gained from the fact 
that the annual out-shipments for the 
year ending August 1, 1907, were nearly 
twenty-five millions of pounds. 

To care for the vast quantities of fruit, 
both canned and dried, there must be 
provision for putting up the fruit. 

Hunt Bros. Cannery, which is one of 
the best equipped in the state,when run- 
ning under normal conditions during the 
fruit season, employs about five hundred 
people, and turns out about 2,500,000 
quarts of canned fruit annually. We 
also have five splendid drying plants, 
the fruit being dried in the open sun. 
Los Gatos Drying Works, Geo. W. 
Hume Co., Los Gatos Cured Fruit Co., 
Clarchen Packing Co. andJ.J.Shaner Co. 
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
